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REPORT  OP  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bollington 
Urban  District  Council o 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1955 • 

A perusal  of  the  report  in  detail  will  reveal  that  the  chief 
concentration  of  effort  by  your  two  part-time  Inspectors  has  been  in  the  fields 
of  housing  and  meat  inspect ionc 

The  completion  of  the  Housing  Survey  proved  to  be  both  exacting 
and  rewardingo  The  statistical  information  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
district  acquired  should  prove  invaluable  in  the  future  in  securing  the 
essential  improvements  which  the  survey  underlined  as  necessities  in 
the  field  of  environmental  healtho  It  should  be  stressed  however  that  the 
value  of  the  Survey  is  directly  related  to  the  speed  with  which  its  findings 
are  weighed  and  translated  into  actiono  The  adverse  economic  conditions  at 
present  prevailing  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  cbscure  our  perspective  and 
opportunity  as  a Health  Authority  in  this  vital  matter  of  housings 

100^  inspection  of  meat  at  the  two  private  Slaughterhouses  has 
continued  and  occupies  a considerable  proportion  of  your  Inspectors'  time* 

The  Council  took  the  step  of  restricting  the  licensing  of  any  additional 
Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  bv  securing  the  Minister's  approval 
to  a resolution  under  Section  4(2)  of  the  SlaughterhousesAct , 1954 

The  future  position  as  to  the  siting  of  and  minimum  standards 
for  Slaughterhouses  is  still  uncertain, pending  a declaration  of  Government 
policy*  The  Interdepartmental  Committee  on  Slaughterhouses  published 
its  final  report  in  July  1955  however,  and  if  its  recommendations  are  followed 
there  would  appear  to  be  little  likelihood  of  any  large  overall  reduction  in  the 
total  number  of  slaughterhouses  nationally  but  an  elimination  of  those  that 
cannot  attain  to  an  approved  minimum  standard* 

The  section  relating  to  water  supply  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr*T*  K.  Kirkman* 

I am  again  indebted  to  the  helpfulness  and  courtesy  of  the 
Chairman  and  the  individual  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to 
Dr*  Ho  Ro  Dugdale  and  the  other  officials  for  their  ready  co-operation  and 
assistance  at  all  times*

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council's  Waterworks  is  in  the  Parish  of  Rainowj,  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Macclesfield,  consisting  of  five  horeholes  in  millstone  grit,  two  of  which 
form  the  chief  source  of  suppljo  The  whole  of  the  supply  is  chlorinated  before 
being  passed  through  service  reservoirs  for  gravitation  supply  to  the  District. 

During  the  year,  Messrs  Melling  & Ardern,  the  Council's  Consultant  Analysts 
have  visited  the  works o Nine  samples  of  water  have  been  examined  for  either 
bacteriological  or  chemical  tests  and  found  satisfactoryo 

The  Council  has  completed  the  installation  of  the  7"  diameter  duplicate 
pumping  main,  as  a result  of  which  considerable  relief  is  felt  consequent  on 
this  additional  factor  pf  safety  measure,  apart  from  the  facility  given  for 
increased  output  of  water  should  the  emergency  need  ariseo 

The  scheme  referred  to  in  the  1954  report  for  supplying  water  to  nine 
dwelling  houses,  previously  outside  the  limits  of  a gravitational  supply,  has 
also  been  completed,  th®se  houses  now  en^oy  the  safety  of  a public  supply. 

The  Council  had  in  progress  the  construction  of  a housing  estate  of 
85  houses  and  mains  were  laid  for  this  scheme o 

During  the  year  64  local  authority  houses  and  5 private  houses  were 
connected  to  the  public  water  supply. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  water  in  bulk  to  parts  of  the  Parishes 
of  Rainow  and  Prestbury  in  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield  and 
during  the  drought  period  later  in  1955  were  in  a position  to  make  available 
additional  supplies  over  and  above  the  noimial  amounts  taken  by  the  Rural 
District  Council. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEV/ERAGE. 

The  majority  of  houses  ■”  over  95^  a-s  revealed  by  the  Housing  Survey  are 
connected  to  the  public  sewers  and  treatment  of  the  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the 
Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Lowej^house. 

The  Council  has  continued  its  negotiations  with  the  Macclesfield  Borough 
Council  and  the  industrial  traders  regarding  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
trade  effluent.  Progress  towards  a satisfactory  conclusion  of  these  negotiations 
and  the  long  awaited  improvement  in  the  condition  of  stream  and  river  courses, 
continue  to  be  depressingly  slow. 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  riparian  owners  as  to  the 
rechannelling  of  the  Tinkers  Brook  between  Albert  Road  and  the  River  Dean. 

The  condition  of  this  portion  of  the  brook  course  has  exercised  the  Council 
for  some  years  because  of  the  danger  of  flooding  during  times  of  excessive 
rainfall.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  rechannelling  will  be  carried  out 
early  in  193^  <>

Licence  will  be  granted  by  them  in  respect  @f  assy  pTfimlses  in  their  district

•r  renewed  only  in  special  cases  and  with  the  consent  of  th®  Minister”* 

The  resolution  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  took  effect  on  the  20th  June  1955°

The  percentage  figures  of  carcases  affected  with  both  Tuberculosis  and 
Diseases  except  Tuberculosis  show  overall  reductions  over  those  of  1954.

Milk  Sampling. 

Ten  samples  of  milk  - eight  designated  - were  submitted  for  examination 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  yeai-o 

The  designated  milks  all  satisfied  the  statutory  tests  with  the 
exception  of  one  sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  which  failed  to  satisfy  the 
Methylene  Blue  testo  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  County  Milk  Regulations 
Officer  for  attention,  and  subseq,uent  samples  proved  satisfactory.,  The  two 
samples  of  undesignated  raw  milk  showed  no  evidence  of  tuberculous  infection 
and  satisfied  the  Methylene  blue  test  set  down  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk.

Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  sampled  and  submitted  for  Methylene 

blue  testso 


The  first,  a sample  of  wrapped  ice  cream  was  Provisionally  Graded  2, 
The  second,  a sample  of  loose  ice  cream  manufactured  outside  the  district,  was 
Provisionally  Graded  4o  Investigations  by  the  Health  Officials  of  the  area  in 
which  manufacture  took  place,  revealed  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the 
manufacturing  preraiseso  It  is  understood  that  improvements  were  subsequently 
effected* 

Food  Surrenderedo
